This book is one of a series, prepared by com- 
piling the lists of words actually taught, during 
recent years, in the schools of six different cities in 
the United States. These lists have been edited 
in consultation with experienced teachers. The 
general plan incorporates a review of drill words 
from the lessons of the preceding year; daily ad- 
vance lessons; the use of all the important words 
in suitable sentences; frequent reappearance in the 
sentences of the difficult words ; and syllabication of 
all spelling words. The words selected are those 
which the children need to know perfectly. 

The International Dictionary and the Century Dic- 
tionary have been used as the authorities for spell- 
ing and syllabication. In all language lessons, it is 
necessary to remember that syllabication and pro- 
nunciation do not always divide a word into the 

same phonic elements.
